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TO  THE  COLLECTOR

Most  readers  of  the  Numismatic  Review  will  probably  agree  that  the  deadening 
routine  of  today’s  living  ought  to  be  enlivened  by  an  occasional  surprise.  Nevertheless, 
the  Editor  is  inclined  to  sympathize  with  those  few  who  will  think  that  the  arrival  of 
No.  1,  1967  in  June,  rather  than  January,  may  be  regarded  as  an  example  of  carrying 
the  element  of  surprise  to  the  point  of  eccentricity.  We,  too,  would  have  preferred  to 
see  No.  1 reach  the  eager  hands  of  our  subscribers  rather  earlier  in  the  year.  Apart 
from  anything  else,  the  job  of  trying  to  get  out  the  other  five  before  1968  is  going  to  be 
formidable. 

We  will  spare  those  of  you  who  noticed  the  odd  discrepancy  between  the  numbers 
of  the  Greek  coins  illustrated  on  the  first  plate  of  the  last  issue  and  the  numbers  assigned 
the  same  coins  in  the  text  the  details  of  just  how  and  why  the  mixup  occurred.  The 
reasons  aren’t  very  interesting  anyway.  And  as  an  acute  observer  was  heard  to  remark, 
“It  really  doesn’t  make  any  difference  because  collectors  of  Ancients  don’t  need  numbers.” 
The  comment  is  both  accurate  and  deservedly  complimentary.  The  mixup  certainly 
didn’t  prevent  three  very  eager  people  from  trying  to  acquire  the  Dekadrachm  of  Syra- 
cuse. The  pity  was  that  we  only  had  one  specimen. 

Art  forgeries  have  provided  material  for  some  lively  news  reports  in  the  NEW 
YORK  TIMES  during  the  month  of  May.  Our  favorite,  by  far,  concerned  a young  man 
(described  as  an  “accomplished  pianist”)  who  simply  painted  his  own  versions  of  the 
work  of  several  well  known  French  “modern  artists”  and  sold  them  as  originals  to  a 
surprising  number  of  professional  dealers.  In  spite  of  the  latest  discovery  of  fake  Russian 
coins  described  in  this  issue  of  the  Review,  coin  collectors  don’t  have  as  much  to  worry 
about  as  other  collectors,  but  it  still  is  necessary  to  be  careful  as  an  experience  we 
recently  had  will  demonstrate. 

A few  days  ago  a voice  made  an  appointment  to  come  to  the  Galleries  because  it 
had  some  Byzantine  coins  and  other  Ancients  to  sell.  In  due  course  a well  upholstered 
gentleman  of  medium  height,  with  wavy  black  hair  and  a clipped  black  mustache 
appeared.  With  disarming  innocence  he  explained  in  a charmingly  accented  English,  that 
he  came  from  Beirut  little  knowing  that  disclosing  this  particular  geographical  origin 
was  not  a passport  to  our  good  opinion.  He  displayed  several  coins  we  would  have 
loved  to  have  bought  at  the  right  price.  The  cast  silver  Tetradrachm  of  Athens  and  gold 
Egyptian  Octadrachm  of  Arsinoe  II  were  a little  too  obvious  to  be  worth  having  for 
any  purpose,  even  educational.  Out  of  a dozen  or  fifteen  Byzantine  solidi,  however,  only 
4 were  clearly  fakes.  The  rest  were  very  dangerous  struck  forgeries  of  the  highest 
quality.  When  we  told  him  this,  as  sweetly  as  the  circumstances  permitted,  his  face 
became  absolutely  expressionless.  He  departed  without  a word,  and  promptly  visited 
another  dealer! 


COPIES  OF  RUSSIAN  SILVER  RUBLES

Surprisingly  enough  coin  conventions  are  not  without  numismatic  value,  as  readers 
of  Mr.  Severin’s  article  dealing  with  the  false  Russian  platinum  3 Ruble  pieces  in  the 
Numismatic  Review,  No.  5,  1966,  will  recognize.  The  fakes  were  first  brought  to  his 
attention  at  the  GENA  Convention  held  in  December  las,t  year.  At  that  respected  annual 
event,  the  New  York  Metropolitan  Convention  this  Spring,  three  St.  Petersburg  silver 
Rubles,  also  purporting  to  have  been  struck  in  the  reign  of  Nicholas  I,  came  to  light 
to  provide  what  looks  like  a sequel  to  the  story  of  the  platinum  copies. 

One  of  the  rubles  is  dated  1833.  Two  bear  the  date  1841,  a fortunate  coincidence 
permitting  a useful  comparison.  All  three  have  the  same  general  fabric  which  distin- 
guished the  platinum  copies  with  the  exception  that,  being  a good  deal  larger,  the  defects 
are  more  obvious,.  At  a quick  glance  it  would  be  easy  to  classify  the  condition  of 
the  Rubles  as  Extra  Fine.  A closer  examination,  however,  shows  a lack  of  definition  in 
the  heraldic  shields  on  the  wings  of  the  Imperial  Eagle  and  the  figure  of  St.  George  in 
the  center,  quite  inconsistent  with  the  relative  clarity  of  other  details  in  the  design 
on  both  Obverse  and  Reverse. 

As  Mr.  Severin  pointed  out  in  his  earlier  discussion,  the  coins  issued  by  the  St. 
Petersburg  Mint  during  the  mid-19th  Century  were  superb  examples  of  the  mintmaster’s 
art,  technically  speaking.  The  sharpness  of  the  lettering,  and  the  smooth  perfection  of 
the  fields  were  noteworthy  characteristics  seldom  equaled  in  the  coinage  of  other 
countries  of  the  period.  The  first  thing  the  observer  will  note  in  examining  the  false 
Rubles  closely  is  the  roughness  of  the  field  surfaces.  Of  course  circulation  also  creates 
a rough  surface,  but  one  quite  different  from  the  type  under  discussion.  Instead  of 
being  roughened  by  miriads  of  tiny  nicks,  the  fields  of  the  Rubles  can  be  compared  to  a 
miniature  lake  on  a breezy  day.  The  obverse  lettering  of  each  of  the  pieces  is  muddy 
and  lacking  in  precision,  a fault  particularly  noticeable  on  the  1833. 

Other  significant  characteristics  of  the  design  are  equally  faulty.  The  dentillations 
surrounding  the  inner  edges  of  a genuine  specimen  take  the  form  of  clearly  defined 
teeth.  The  dentillations  on  all  three  of  the  copies  look  more  like  beads,  are  run  together 
and  uneven  in  composition.  The  Collar  of  the  Order  of  St.  Andrew  on  the  eagle’s 
breast  of  the  light  1841  is  very  weak,  while  the  Badges  suspended  from  the  collars  of  all 
three  are  poor  facsimiles  of  those  found  on  genuine  coins.  The  inner  circles  enclosing  the 
eagle  resemble  a rope,  whereas  on  genuine  specimens  the  circles  are  more  a series  of 
s,mall  oval  beads  placed  close  together  at  an  angle.  The  impressed  inscriptions  on  the 
edges  of  the  three  pieces  are  not  centered  but  tend  to  run  over  and  are  not  in  the  same 
type  face  found  on  genuine  coins. 

It  can  be  assumed  that  coins  of  the  same  denomination  struck  in  the  same  year 
will  have  a marked  resemblance  to  each  other  in  almost  all  details.  The  difference  be- 
tween the  two  copies,  dated  1841  is  startling.  Not  only  do  the  dentillations  vary,  but  the 
appearance  of  the  leaves  in  the  wreaths  on  both  reverses  are  quite  different.  A listing 
of  all  the  minor  variations  between  the  pieces  would  be  almost  endless.  We  will,  there- 
fore, limit  the  description  to  the  SPB  mint  marks.  The  Russian  “b”  is  partially  filled  in 
on  one.  On  the  other  the  upper  curved  line  of  the  “b”  is  broken  before  reaching  the  up- 
right stroke  of  the  letter.  The  Russian  letter  S,  which  resembles  the  Latin  “c”,  is  filled 
in  on  one  of  the  1841’s  so  that  it  looks  like  an  “o”,  while  on  the  other  it  is  open  but 
quite  different  from  the  “c”  on  a genuine  coin. 
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Thanks  to  the  cooperation  of  Mr.  Henry  Grunthal  of  the  American  Numismatic 
Society  we  were  able  to  have  the  three  coins  weighed  and  compared  with  others  in  the 
Society’s  Cabinet.  The  results  are  most  significant.  For  the  reader’s  convenience  the 
weights  below  are  given  both  in  grams  and  grains,.

Even  if  the  characteristics  discussed  above  were  not  convincing,  the  wide  variation 
in  these  figures  would  tell  their  own  story.  The  heaviness  of  the  1833  may  be  the  most 
important  piece  of  evidence.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  in  the  period  when  these  coins 
are  supposed  to  have  been  struck  silver  was  an  expensive  metal.  While  there  is  always 
a certain  allowable  tolerance  in  coin  weights,  one  thing  is  certain.  Governments  were 
extremely  careful  not  to  issue  overweight  pieces. 

There  remain  two  more  questions  to  be  answered  about  these  fake  Rubles.  How  and 
why  were  they  made?  The  answer  to  the  first  must  be  the  same  as  that  advanced  by 
Mr.  Severin  in  his  analysis  of  the  platinum  copies.  They  were  cast  and  then  the  edge  in- 
scription was  added  by  machine.  The  facilities  at  the  disposal  of  the  producers  did  not 
permit  them  to  center  the  edge  inscription  or  use  an  accurate  facsimile  of  the  type  face 
used  in  the  St.  Petersburg  Mint.  The  answer  to  the  second  is  a matter  of  pure  econo- 
mics. The  probability  that  the  silver  and  platinum  coins  were  made  by  the  same  indi- 
viduals is  a strong  one.  This  means  that  the  equipment  was  available.  It  was  simply 
worth  their  while  to  take  75c  worth  of  silver  and  transfer  it  into  a coin  they  could  sell 
for  somewhere  between  $3.00  and  $5.00  in  wholesale  lots.  The  fact  that  the  Rubles  are  in 
no  sense  rare  made  it  easier  to  pass  them  into  the  market  because  the  prospective 
buyers  found  nothing  odd  about  a common  coin  being  available  in  quantity.  At  the  same 
time  the  senses  of  the  victims  were  also  lulled  because  they  did  not  expect  to  find  fake 
silver  coins  of  this  type.  The  operation  must  have  been  a fairly  profitable  one. 

If  this  article  comes  to  the  attention  of  collectors  who  have  similar  fake  Rubles,  it 
would  be  appreciated  if  they  would  supply  the  Editor  with  the  dates  and  weights  of  their 
pieces.  With  enough  information  in  hand,  it  will  be  possible  to  render  the  hobby  a ser- 
vice by  publishing  a table  of  data  about  the  fakes,. 
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MORE  ABOUT  THE  RUSSIAN  PLATINUM  FAKES 


In  response  to  the  request  at  the  end  of  the  article  about  the  false  platinum  3 Ruble 
pieces  in  Numismatic  Review,  No.  5,  1966,  the  following  two  most  interesting  letters 
were  received  from  Mr.  Leonard  Forrer,  of  Schulman’s  in  Amsterdam,  and  Mr.  L.  H. 
Gance  of  London  : 

rr Amsterdam,  February  1,  1967 

Dear  Mr.  Severin’. 

With  regard  to  your  articles  in  the  Numismatic  Review  on  false  Russian  platinum 
coins,  the  3 Rouble  1830  has  been  known  to  me  for  at  least  3 years,  if  not  4,  but  not 
the  other  dates. 

One  of  the  easiest  methods  of  spotting  the  forged  1830  piece  is  (or  was)  by  looking 
at  the  small  lowest  shield  on  the  eagle  — on  the  left  as  you  face  the  coin  — which  on 
the  forgery  is  completely  blank;  why,  I never  understood.  Do  the  other  two  dates  show 
the  same  characteristics? 

We  were  given  to  understand  that  these  were  manufactured  in  the  Middle  East 
(Syria? ) by  no  less  an  authority  than  one  of  Her  Majesty’s  couriers  at  the  British 
Embassy  in  Brussels.  He  was  a coin  collector,  and  of  course  journeyed  all  over  the  place; 
but  he  was  killed  in  a plane  crash  some  2 or  3 years  back. 

I am  glad  you  have  published  these  forgeries;  the  more  light  thrown  on  fakes  the 
better.

The  enlargement  of  the  1830i  specimen  published  in  the  Review  shows  the  lower  left 
shield  to  be  quite  blank,  as  described  by  Mr.  Forrer.  In  the  same  shields  on  the  1834 
and  1844  pieces  the  design  is  clear,  although  slightly  “worn”.

Dear  Mr.  Severin’. 

We  were  extremely  interested  in  your  article  on  copies  of  Russian  platinum  coins. 

Just  a few  days  before  receiving  rrThe  Numismatic  Review ” we  were  offered  18 
platinum  three-rouble  pieces.  These  items,  together  with  six  more,  were  first  offered  to 
us  last  October  and,  since  we  could  not  agree  on  the  price,  we  then  let  them  go.  On  ex- 
amining them  a second  time  we  felt  that  the  colour  of  the  metal  was  rather  dullish  for 
platinum.  We,  too,  were  puzzled  by  the  apparent  discrepancy  between  the  condition  on 
the  obverse  and  that  on  the  reverse.  We  thought  it  rather  curious  that  on  all  the  items 
the  three  shields  on  the  right  wing  appeared  almost  completely  worn  flat  whereas  other 
points  of  high  relief  were  relatively  more  distinct. 

We  returned  these  coins  and,  after  reading  your  article,  attempted  to  see  them  again 
for  closer  inspection  but  learned  that  they  had  been  sold.  We  understand  that  the  seller 
was  from  the  Far  East  and  does  a lot  of  business  in  Beirut.  Being  offered  this  quantity, 
even  though  of  varying  dates,  did  make  us  mildly  suspicious  in  the  first  instance  and 
we  are  now  almost  certain  that  the  items  were  more  of  the  same  dangerous  copies. 

We  shall  be  glad  to  offer  you  any  more  information  if  and  when  it  arises  and  will 
appreciate  your  reciprocation.

We  wish  to  thank  Messrs.  Forrer  and  Gance  for  having  taken  the  trouble  to  give 
us  this  information.  We  only  regret  that  we  were  unable  to  retain  the  “heros”  of  the 
story  for  our  reference  cabinet.  Unfortunately,  the  coins  were  left  with  us  on  loan  by 
the  owner  who  had  purchased  them  from  a “numismatic”  source  in  Paris.  He  reports 
that  when  he  returned  them  early  this  year  the  source  in  question  greeted  the  suggestion 
that  they  were  not  genuine  with  great  indignation  and  muttered  imprecations.  A 
moment’s  consideration  of  the  variation  in  the  weights  might  well  have  given  the 
gentleman  pause. 


HARRY  M.  SEVERIN 


March  12,  1967 


The  sudden  passing  of  Harry  M.  Severin  on  March  12,  1967,  came  as  a 
numbing  blow  to  the  entire  Staff  of  Coin  Galleries,.  More  than  just  a familiar 
figure,  Harry  was  virtually  an  adopted  member  of  the  team.  A quiet  person- 
ality, combined  with  flashes  of  an  understated  sardonic  humor,  made  his 
frequent  late  afternoon  visits  particularly  welcome  toward  the  end  of  a busy 
day.  The  personal  aspect  of  his  association  with  the  Galleries,  was  also 
enhanced  by  the  fact  that  his  niece,  Miss  Mary  Rose  Rosiello,  joined  the  Staff 
after  her  graduation  from  High  School  last  year. 

Harry  Severin  was  a distinguished  figure  in  the  international  world 
of  numismatics  whose  place  will  not  be  easy  to  fill.  The  example  he  set 
throughout  his  collecting  career  will  be  equally  difficult  for  others  to  emulate. 
His  interest  in  coins  began  early  in  life  and  developed  into  a full  time  avoca- 
tion. While  as  much  can  be  said  for  many  men,  past  and  present,  Harry  can 
perhaps  best  be  compared  to  a French  chef  who  turns  an  ordinary  meal  into 
a gourmet’s  delight. 

Like  all  really  outstanding  collector-numismatists,  he  was  a dedicated 
specialist.  His  interest  was  entirely  centered  on  the  coinage  of  Imperial 
Russia,  but  was  not  limited  to  the  acquisition  of  the  coins  alone.  Over  the 
years  he  devoted  more  and  more  of  his  time  to  a detailed  study  of  the 
Russian  series  until  he  made  himself  a formidable  scholar  in  the  field.  While 
it  is  true  that  others  have  done  as  much,  only  a few  have  been  as  successful 
as  Harry  Severin  in  making  a lasting  contribution  to  numismatics.  He  cheer- 
fully made  his  knowledge  and  experience  available  to  others  and,  in  the 
process,  left  behind  him  a monument  of  which  any  man  could  be  proud. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  been  able  to  print  a number  of  his  articles  in 
this  publication.  His  two  books,  “Gold  and  Platinum  Coinage  of  Imperial 
Russia”,  and  “The  Silver  Coinage  of  Imperial  Russia,  1682  to  1917”,  are  now 
standard  reference  works  on  the  series  in  English. 
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ROMAN  RELIGION  AND  THE  REPUBLICAN  COINAGE

The  Roman  heaven  is  of  great  interest  to  the  Coin  Collector.  In  learning  the  practice 
of  coinage  from  the  Greeks,  the  Romans  took  over  the  custom  of  marking  coins 
with  divine  images.  Now  the  Romans  were  polytheists,  or  what  our  fathers  called  pagans. 
They  did  not  have  a “Book  religion”,  the  apt  term  which  Islam  used  for  itself,  for 
Christianity,  Judaism,  and  Mazdaism.  They  had  a Nature  religion.  Whereas  a “Book 
religion  is  bas,ed  on  a Creed  — on  teachings  revealed  to  some  great  Prophet  and1  laid 
down  in  sacred  Scriptures  — a Nature  religion  is  based  on  tribal  tradition  and  ritual.  The 
one  says:  “Believe  this  and  save  your  soul”;  the  other  says,  “Do  this  and  continue 
the  life  of  the  tribe’ . Paganism  being  essentially  tribal,  it  stands  to  reason  that  pagan 
cults  are  related  to  each  other  in  the  same  way  as  the  respective  tribes.  The  Romans 
were  Aryans  and  their  speech  belongs  to  the  group  of  languages  which  spread  (appar- 
ently) from  a region  in  what  became  Poland,  to  reach  Ireland  and  India.  The  Romans, 
therefore,  shared  certain  notions  and  customs  with  other  Aryan  peoples.  They  shared 
with  the  Hindu  race  the  distinction,  and  occasionally  the  struggle,  between  the  Priest 
(Hindu  “brahman”  and  Latin  "flamen”  being  kindred  words)  and  the  King  (Hindu  “raja” 
and  “rex”  being  likewise  related).

The  god  whom  the  Flaman  worshipped  and  the  Rex  copied  in  his  regalia  was  the 
common  Aryan  sky-god  named  Jove.  That  ancient  name,  with  the  qualification  of  Father, 
coalesced  into  the  Latin  noun  Jupiter.  By  imitating  the  costume  of  Jove,  the  King,  and 
in  republican  times  the  triumphant  general,  was  magically  possessed  of  godlike  power. 
Even  more  important  were  the  magical  functions  of  the  Sky-god’s  priest,  the  Flamen 
Dialis.  He  had  to  observe  a series  of  taboos,  in  order  to  keep  himself  fit  for  divine 
service  and  so  maintain  the  luck  of  the  city.  Next  to  Jove  in  political  significance  was 
Mars,  the  Aryan  War-god,  served  by  a Flamen  of  his  own.  The  third  Greater  Flamen 
served  Quirinus  (or  Romulus),  a mysterious  divine  figure  who  was  akin  to  and  probably 
essentially  at  one  with  Mars,  but  was  also  supposed  to  be  the  deified  founder  of  the 
City.  Lesser  Flamens  served  other  native  deities. 

A particularly  important  feature  of  any  Nature  religion,  and  one  which  the  orderly 
Romans  developed  with  special  care,  is  the  Calendar.  It  is  obvious  that  the  cult-ceremonies 
can  only  have  their  magic  salutary  effect,  if  they  really  are  performed  in  a traditional 
order  pleasing  to  the  gods,  and  which  exactly  fits  the  cosmic  scheme.  To  watch  over 
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the  Calendar  was  the  prime  function  of  a College  of  priests  called  the  Pontiffs,  whose 
head,  the  Great  Pontiff,  had  great  political  powers. 

The  oldest  form  of  the  Roman  Calendar  shows  us  the  original  scheme  of  gods.  But 
this  was  in  due  time  changed  through  the  influence  of  the  neighboring  nations.  Here  it 
needs  to  be  noted  that  the  gods  of  foreign  nations  were  not  false  gods  (as  they  would  be 
for  Christians),  but  simply  foreign  gods  who  existed  and  whom  it  would  be  excellent  to 
win  for  the  Roman  cause.  This  notion  explains  why  the  gods  of  neighboring  kindred 
Latin  tribes,  the  gods  of  the  Greek  settlers  and  the  gods  of  the  Etruscans  were  fitted 
into  the  Roman  heaven.  Of  course,  a distinction  must  be  noted.  The  Greeks  were 
themselves  Aryans,  and  so  their  gods  to  some  extent  were  simply  the  common  Aryan 
deities.  The  Etruscans,  contrariwise,  were  a people  of  Asia  Minor  who  had  sailed  for 
Italy  when  the  Greeks  had  settled  in  Asia  — whence  their  descendants  were  expelled  in 
our  times  by  Kemal  Ataturk  after  three  thousand  years’  stay.  From  the  Asiatic  Etruscan 
religion,  for  example,  the  Romans  got  such  practices  as  guessing  the  future  from  the 
innards  of  sacrificial  beasts. 

The  Etruscans,  at  first  a nation  much  more  powerful  and  cultured  than  the  young 
Roman  people,  were  themselves  influenced  by  the  splendid  intellectual  life  of  the 
Greek  colonies  in  Italy  with  the  result  that  the  Romans  got  several  Greek  gods  by  way 
of  Etruria.  One  of  these  was  the  divine  smith,  Vulcan,  whose  craft  was  connected  with 
magic.  Another  was  Hercules,  the  well  meaning  hero  and  slayer  of  monsters.  In  Greek 
guise  the  Romans  accepted  the  Aryan  divine  twin  riders,  called  by  them  Castor  and 
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Pollux,  patron  divinities  of  their  young  cavalry.  The  divine  messenger  was  known  as 
Mercury.  They  also  adopted  the  Greek  god  of  light,  Apollo;  called  the  heavenly  virgin, 
Minerva.  Juno,  the  wife  of  the  sky-god,  the  feminine  counterpart  of  Jove,  did  not  take 
the  shape  of  the  old  mediterranean  — non-Aryan  — earthly  Mother  goddess  in  Rome,  as 
Hera  had  in  Greece.  Both  Juno,  and  Vesta,  the  virginal  goddess  of  fire,  were  given  the 
form  these  divinities  took  among  the  very  pious  and  primitive  Aryan  tribes  of  Thrace  in 
what  is  now  Bulgaria  and  Northern  Greece.  Jove,  Juno  and  Minerva  came  to  form  a 
divine  triad.  The  consecration  of  the  temple  on  the  Capitol,  sacred  to  thes,e  three,  is  the 
first  event  of  Roman  history  that  can  be  dated  reliably.  Thanks  to  the  Romans’  attention 
to  Calendars  and  Annals,  we  know  it  happened  between  the  years  508  and  506  B.C., 
just  after  kingship  was  overthrown  and  the  patrician  Republic  set  up. 

Another  god  of  Thracian  type  was  Neptune,  identical  with  the  Greek  Poseidon.  At 
first,  he  was  a god  of  horses  and  of  the  nether-world  with  which  horses  (royal  sac- 
rificial beasts)  were  connected.  When  the  Aryan  nations  came  to  live  near  the  sea,  he 
was  also  turned  into  a Sea-god.  By  making  Italian  goddesses  grow  to  resemble  Greek 
goddesses  into  whom  a lot  of  mediterranean  non-Aryan  lore  had  gone,  Ceres  and  Venus 
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were  built  up  as  major  divinities.  Ceres  became  the  goddess  of  the  harvest  (an  essential 
matter  for  the  farming  Romans)  and  Venus  the  goddess  of  beauty  and  love.  In  the  same 
way  Diana,  a goddess  of  daylight,  was  identified  with  the  Greek  huntress,  Artemis. 
Eventually,  there  was  arranged  a college  of  a round  dozen  gods,  who  were  supposed  to 
be  the  most  important.  They  were  provided  with  a shrine  under  the  Capitol,  and  the 
archaic  poet  Ennius  conveniently  put  their  names  into  a couple  of  verses:  “Juno,  Vesta, 
Ceres,  Diana,  Minerva,  Venus,  Mars,  Mercurius,  Jovi,  Neptunus,  Volcanus,  Apollo”. 

It  would  be  a great  mistake,  however,  to  think  that  these  Twelve  really  had  a defin- 
ite privileged  position.  On  one  hand,  not  having  a Creed,  Roman  religion  resisted  any 
systematic  scheme.  On  the  other,  in  a religion  based  upon  immemorial  customs  coming 
from  the  different  tribes  who  went  into  the  making  of  the  Latin  people  and  finally  the 
Roman  nation,  the  old  Italian  Nature  gods  kept  an  important  place  in  divine  service. 
Among  such  gods  were  Janus,  the  god  of  Opening  and  Beginning,  a two-faced  god 
whose  sacred  gate  must  be  open  in  time  of  war;  Saturn,  the  god  of  vegetable  growth 
identified  with  the  Greek  Kronos,  father  of  gods ; Liber,  identified  with  the  Greek 
Dionysos-Bacchus,  the  god  of  wine  and  liberating  ecstasy,  and  many  more. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  origins  of  pagan  religion  can  be  traced  back  to  the 
earliest  period  in  the  history  of  man.  In  the  scattered  tribes  of  old,  with  their  self- 
contained  villages,  worship  had  turned  to  sacred  beasts  vaguely  connected  wTith  un- 
earthly powers,  and  to  gods  conceived  as  purely  local.  Indeed,  there  would  seem  to  be 
no  point  in  worshipping  a divinity  who  was  not  local,  at  great  expense  of  good  food ! 
Only  later  on,  as  greater  political  and  cultural  units  developed,  did  the  necessity  arise 
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for  saying  that  the  Thunder  god  and  the  Fertility  goddess  were  the  same  wherever  they 
were  worshipped.  The  upshot  of  this  development  was  that  local  titles  were  tacked  on 
as  attributes  to  the  names  of  the  recognized  major  deities;  and  particular  sacred  beasts 
were  declared  to  be  sacred  to  this  or  that  major  god.  Since  all  of  this  religion  wTas  a 
matter  of  tradition  (and  we  cannot  emphasize  that  point  too  often)  by  pagan  moral 
notions,  a thing  had  to  be  done  because  it  had  always  been  done.  It  was  perfectly 
natural  for  the  same  divinity  to  appear  with  different  names  or  titles,  different  attrib- 
utes and  myths;  insofar  as  there  were  statues,  in  different  shapes  and  occasionally  with 
different  sacred  beasts.  Sometimes,  indeed,  the  Ancients  themselves  became  confused  and 
did  not  know  very  well  which  major  g'od  they  should  identify  with  some  traditional 
mythical  being.  Thus,  it  is  hard  to1  understand  why  that  enigmatic  deity,  Vejovis  — the 
sinister  counterpart  of  Jove  answering  the  Oriental  notion  of  dualism,  of  Light  and  Dark 
divinities  opposed — should  have  been  identified  with  the  brilliant  Apollo.  But  then,  the 
most  radiant  figures  of  the  Greek  heaven,  as  described  in  the  rational  Homeric  stories, 
were  given  many  weird  attributes,  many  links  with  the  netherworld,  with  death  and  re- 
birth, with  sacred  beasts  and  savage  sacrifices  in  the  age  old  folklore  and  its  traditional 
cults.

For  the  representation's  upon  coinage,  the  fact  is  significant  that  the  great  houses  of 
Rome  had  family  cults.  Several  Masters  of  the  Mint  commemorated  their  own  deities  on 
their  issues.  Thus  the  Julii,  ancestors  of  Julius  Caesar,  had  a devotion  to  Venuis  — a cult 
linked  with  their  place  of  origin  which,  as  their  rivals  carefully  remembered,  was  not  in 
Rome  anyway.  These  family  cults,  of  course,  were  concerned  mainly  with  the  native 
Italian  deities,  as  was  the  Calendar.  Here  let  us  remind  the  reader  that  even  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Imperial  epoch  the  poet  Ovid  wrote  a book  oif  verse,  following  the 
Calendar  and  noting  the  ceremonies,  and  the  respective  myths,  of  each  day. 

It  is  important  to  stress  that  the  Calendar  was  rather  more  essential  for  pagan  re- 
ligion than  it  is  for  Christians.  The  Catholic  Christian  honors  Saints  whom  he  believes 
to  have  been  real  historic  figures.  Saints’  days  are  preferably  the  dates  of  their  death, 
but  not  necessarily  so.  In  any  case,  the  Saint  existed  irrespective  of  the  holiday.  Not  so 
with  Paganism.  As  Lord  Raglan  explains  in  his  writings  upon  the  subject,  with  pagans 
the  cult  comes  first.  There  is  a ceremony  to  be  performed,  a custom  to  be  observed 
upon  some  day  because  there  always  has  been.  Thus,  the  Anglo-Saxons  roasted  a boar 
at  Yuletide.  The  figure  who  started  the  custom  was  supposed  to  have  been  a god,  living 
before  recorded  history.  This  explains  the  vague  imperceptible  nature  of  certain  Roman 
deities.  People  worshipped  the  god  who  did,  or  in  ages  past,  had  done  this  or  that. 
There  was  a god  of  ploughing,  a god  of  sowing,  and  so  forth.  There  was  no  need,  at  first, 
for  a more  precise  name.  All  that  mattered  was  that  the  god  of  this  activity  should  be 
named  and  honored  in  due  time.

The  Roman  legal  mind  formalized  these  vague  notions.  The  Roman  was  deeply  con- 
vinced that  the  god  could  not  help  being  influenced  by  ceremonial  duly  performed. 
Conversely,  the  lack  of  correct  observance  necessarily  would  offend  each  deity.  Unlucky 
words  or  deeds  automatically  would  bring  bad  luck.  It  was  definitely  felt  (and  obviously 
this  is  a very  un-American  notion)  that  in  Divine  service  good  intentions  alone  were  not 
enough.  What  really  mattered  was  correct  performance.  Even  Christians  felt  this  way 
when  they  were  early  Roman  Catholics.  The  Roman  Mass  has  a very  old  prayer  distinct- 
ly beseeching  God  to  make  this  sacrifice  valid,  to  take  it  as  properly  performed  . . . much 
as  a debtor  might  ask  for  a certificate  that  he  had  paid  in  good  valid  coin.  Thinking  in 
this  way,  the  pious  Roman  only  felt  safe  if  he  had  honored  all  the  gods  who  might  have 
influence  in  his  business,  or  who  had,  according  to  mythical  stories,  ever  manifested 
their  power.  This  explains  the  many  abstract  names  in  Roman  cults.  But  later  on,  many 
or  most  of  these  names  became  the  titles  of  major  gods ; and  it  is  here  that  Coinage  comes 
in.  There  was  a cult  of  a Warning  goddess.  Eventually  she  was  given  a temple  by  the 
name  of  Juno  Moneta.  This  temple  was  the  Roman  Fort  Knox  and  that  is  why  Coinage 
is  now  called  Money. 
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It  is  quite  true  there  was  a great  difference  between  the  lively  figures  that  people 
the  myths  of  the  Greeks,  a race  of  artists,  and  the  names  of  distinct  activities  which 
fill  the  cult  of  the  Romans,  a nation  of  lawyers.  But  it  would  be  wrong  to  think  of  the 
latter  a-s  unimaginative  and  bereft  of  religious  feeling.  There  is  no  doubt  that  abstract 
figures  can  also  evoke  vivid  feelings.  Many  an  American  soldier  today  feels  rather 
more  strongly  about  Liberty,  though  he  well  knows  that  no  one  of  that  name  holding  a 
torch  actually  exists,  than  about  the  President  whose  concrete  existance  he  does  not 
doubt,  and  who  sent  him  to  fight  for  the  lady.  In  Rome,  of  course,  deities  like  Liberty, 
Concord,  Victory,  or  Rome  herself,  belong  to  a much  later  stage.  They  were  artificial 
abstractions,  and  little  religious  feeling  may  have  clung  to  them.  It  was  different  with 
the  older  names.  For  instance,  the  deity  that  Stopped  — Jupitor  Stator  — had  a patriotic 
myth  attached;  he  had  stopped  the  fleeing  Romans  and  given  them  victory.  The 
belief  in  the  magic  powers  of  such  beings  was  lively  enough. 

For  all  that,  the  Romans,  feeling  the  Greek  stories  were  much  more  fascinating  than 
their  own  legalistic  ideas,  proceeded  to  appropriate  them.  It  was  necessary  anyhow  to 
establish  a code  of  identification  between  the  gods  of  Rome  and  the  gods  of  foreigners 
who  were  the  deities  of  the  planets  and  hence  of  the  old  Mesopotamian  week-days. 
(Centuries  later,  the  Anglo-Saxons  did  as  much  and  that  is  how  the  day  of  Ishtar  be- 
came, first  “dies  Veneris”  and  then  “Friday”.)  When  the  system  was  arranged,  it  be- 
came easy  for  poets  and  other  artists  to  apply  the  Greek  myths  to  the  Roman  Gods,  a 
fact  of  great  importance  in  the  design  of  the  coinage. 

Having  once  learnt  to  give  the  Roman  gods  the  pleasing  features  of  the  Greek  heaven, 
the  artists  found  it  easy  to  give  human  or,  as  it  were,  super-human  form  to  artificial 
abstractions,  and  even  to  distinguish  these  by  easily  recognized  features.  Thus,  Liberty 
got  a Cap  (only  free  men  could  be  covered : which  is  why  British  members  of  Parlia- 
ment used  to  wear  their  hats  in  the  House  of  Commons)  and  Rome  got  a helmet.  Much 
later,  the  Imperial  City  of  Constantine  (the  New  Rome)  received  a Crown.  But  this 
takes  us  into  Imperial  times  and  here  we  are  concerned  only  with  the  Republican  Coin- 
age. 


Below  the  everlasting  gods  of  Heaven,  Earth,  Sea  and  Netherworld,  the  Romans 
knew  of  demi-gods  : of  heroes,  or  men  deified.  We  have  named  the  two  most  prominent, 
the  Culture-hero  Hercules  and  the  Founding  Father  of  the  City,  deified  as  Quirinus, 
another  name  for  Romulus.  But  there  were  many  more : primeval  Italian  Kings  like 
Picus,  Faunus  and  Daunus ; Greek  heroes  supposed  to  have  come  to  Italy  like  Aeneas 
(the  ancestor  of  Romulus)  and  Euander,  connected  with  the  Palatine  Hill.  It  is  a diffi- 
cult problem,  to  be  answered  in  each  case  according  to  our  knowledge,  whether  such  a 
Hero  is,  as  the  Ancients  thought,  a real  man  worshipped  after  death  or,  as  Lord  Raglan 
suggests,  a mythical  figure  arisen  out  of  some  local  lore. 

And  then  there  were  the  various  spirits  of  Nature  and  of  the  household.  These 
figures  either  were  proper  to  Italian  folklore,  like  the  snake^shaped  Lords  of  the  home- 
stead, or  were  imported  through  Greek  poetry,  like  the  Centaurs,  half  men-half  horses. 
It  was  in  Greek  shape,  too,  that  the  Romans  conceived  the  Nymphs,  the  female  spirits 
of  woods  and  waters,  known  to  all  Aryan  lore.  Thus  the  Roman  designer  of  coins  did 
not  lack  significant  themes  inspiring  him  to  enrich  his  dies  with  distinctive  designs 
of  a sacred  character : the  figures,  the  sacred  animals,  and  the  attributes  of  the  gods 
and  heroes  gave  him  scope  enough.
